Students Interview 
Louis Nizer, Lawyer 


Louis Nizer, a prominent trial law-^ 
yer, was interviewed by thirteen Laf-1| 
ayette students on the T.V. program, 
“Youth Wants To Know.” The ques¬ 
tions, concerning judicial problems, 
were asked on Sunday, February 4, 
1962, on channel seven, at 12:30 P.M. 

Mr. Nizer, an authority on the law, 
and author of My Life In Court , 
spontaneously answered all the “chal¬ 
lenging questions” asked on the pro¬ 
gram. 

The participating students are 
members of either Mr. Marvin Feld¬ 
man’s Social Studies Forum, or of the 
advanced placement history class.^.

These students were given excerpts from Mr. Nizer’s book and reviews by 
critics. After reading through the pages, a member of the panel said, “You 
have been quoted as saying, ‘The principles by which I have guided my legal 
work and law and truth.’ Would you please define the terms truth, law, and 
above all, justice?” 

Mr. Nizer replied, “Law is guided by the sanctity of reason, rather than 
power, and this is truth in action.” 

This lawyer also believes that judges should be chosen for their bril¬ 
liance as lawyers, their scholarliness, and their character. 

When asked for his opinion of the legal profession as portrayed on tele¬ 
vision, Mr. Nizer said, “It can’t be done accurately on T.V., because of the 
time element. It should be understood that the judicial process of the United 
states is far superior to any T.V. program.” 

Some of the other topics covered were legality of civil rights decisions, 
capital punishment, and indictment by the grand jury. 

Taping of the show took place on Thursday, February 1, at the Video 
Tape Center in New York. The director acquainted the students with the 
techniques of the television profession.

There is no doubt that everyone has seen those five by seven cards 
on which are printed some wit’s advice. The “Be Neat” sign which is an 
example of this, is handsomely decorated with ketchup, mustard, and mud 
spots, designed in an abstract pattern. 

Another such sign is the “Plan Ahead” sign—one with which most 
people are also acquainted. The first word and the first two letters of the 
second word of this sign are written in uniform letters. The next three let¬ 
ters are crowded in, giving the effect of being thrown off the page. 

Think of this sign not as an object of humor, but as a graph of future 
years or of years which are behind us. 

As a freshman, one never thinks of his average. As a sophomore, the 
problem is still not at hand. The junior stops and thinks for a while, but 
the idea of getting into, college concerns him vaguely. The last marking 
quarter has just passed for the junior and he is suddenly awakened. He is 
aware of the old, but now not so humorous, “Plan Ahead.” 

All too often, we have heard people say, “When I was a Sopomore, I 
could have worked a little harder and could have raised my average.” 

So the junior goes on to make himself promises that in the coming term 
he will attain an average of 99.9 and raise his overall average to that which 
is required by the college to which he wishes to apply. 

But—it’s just not done that way. What a person has not achieved dur¬ 
ing the past six terms, cannot be miraculously done in one. 

As the college entrance requirements become more exacting, so must the 
efforts of students increase. He must work now , before it is too late. His 
biggest enemy is not that of high standards, as set for him, but his own idea 
that this term is not as important as the next. When next term comes, it is no 
longer important; it’s the term after that that matters and the term after 
that. 

Since so very much of one’s happiness depends upon a good solid back¬ 
ground, how much wiser it is to forge ahead with sincerity and devotion to 
one’s studies. Neglect now can only bring unhappiness later—and great regret. 

Don’t wait for the future! Work now, while the opportunity is at hand. 
Later will be too late.

The Lafayette High School basketball team clinched the division championship when they beat Madison 
at the loser’s court on Friday, February 16. Their first opponent at Madison Square Garden will be Forest Hills. 
The game should be played Friday, February 23. 

The Frenchies overall record is 14-4, which is one of the best ever achieved in Red and White history. 
Completing the first round of league competition, the Hoopsters downed Lincoln 71-57, and Madison 74-50. 
In the encounter there were outstanding achievements made by Fred Grasso, Mike Pollack and Spencer Portee.

If you are in the least bit undecided, if you don't 
know whether you are or are not college material, then—that's right—take 
the May Boards. The College Office will, within the next few days, announce 
when and where the applications will be issued. You be there. 

WHY DID I GET A LOW SCORE? An informal survey of former Laf¬ 
ayette College Board candidates has established the fact that there are two 
main reasons why low scores sometimes appear on the cards. The first cause 
is guessing. No one who knows guesses on the College Boards! You can 
get less than zero on this test if you fill in all blanks with guesses. The sec¬ 
ond reason has been expressed so succinctly by Jill Lafayette: “I just took 
it to see what would happen!” This is a serious examination, and you must 
do your best! If you feel ill, not nervous, but ill, on the day of the exam¬ 
ination, don't take it. You can see Mr. Bonom or Mr. Shostak for remedial 
measures to be taken afterwards. 

THE TIME IS NOW: The College Board exams cannot be crammed for. 
Time and again surveys have shown that brief two-hour sessions in a pri¬ 
vate course have not been of help. However, you should be familiar with the 
type of questions asked on the examination. The G.O. Store sells a work¬ 
book that will familiarize you with the examination. That textbook was ap¬ 
proved by a faculty committee. Buy it! Use it! Between now and May you 
should be spending an hour a day^ 
working with that book, reading wise¬ 
ly, reading Scientific American , read¬ 
ing, Current History , and, of course, 
the Times. Remember, this test, while 
it is not the only factor that will get 
you into college, it is one of the most 
important marks to help decide where 
you go after graduation. 

EXAM KNOW-HOW. The material 
of the examination is not arranged in 
order of difficulty. A very simple 
question may be followed by one that 
is experimental and one that would 
trouble a college graduate. Therefore, 
you must train yourself to avoid wast¬ 
ing time. Don't spend too much time 
on any one question. Work steadily 
and hope that the next one will be 
easy, or just as easy.
